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DESECHEO 


KP2A/Desecheo earlier this month ac— 
counted for over 43,000 contacts by 17 
operators in seven days. The International 
DX Foundation, sponsors of the operation, 
believes this to be a new expedition re- 
cord, surpassing the last Saudi Arabia/ 
Iraqi Neutral Zone 8Z4A operation, which 
tallied just over 40,000 two-ways. 


Due to the extreme heat it took almost 
three days to get everything completely 
set up; for four of the seven days seven 
rigs were in use on all bands 160-6 Meters. 
Rigs included Yaesu FTI01Es, 901DMs, 101ZDs, 
ICOM 701s, and Kenwo@d TS820s, with Den- 
tron amplifiers, MFJ keyers, Bencher pad- 
dles, four beams and some verticals. Sears 
2500 watt generators were the biggest equip- 
ment problems, with several failures, ap- 
parently due to the heat. One generator 
fell in the drink and although it later 
ran it would not produce any electricity. 


At least one W4-type worked Desecheo 
on all six bands; about a hundred contacts 
were made on 50 MHz, and about 200 on 160.
